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_ Independent Survey Shows Overwhelming 


Majority Wants City To Settle with EDS 


A just-completed independent tele- 
phone survey of 300 Romulus registered 
voters confirms what many residents 
have been saying for some time now: 
namely, that a sizeable majority of 
Romulus citizens favor a settlement be- 
tween the City of Romulus and Environ- 
mental Disposal Systems, Inc. (EDS) 
rather than spend additional money on 
further litigation in the dispute over EDS' 
deepwell project.. 

Moore & Associates, Inc. — a South- 
field-based research and management 
consulting firm — conducted the survey 
August 19-22, 1994, using a random- 
digit-dial method. Interviewers read, ver- 
batim, a previously prepared list of ques- 
tions to each person contacted. The re- 
sults were tabulated and reported by the 
percentage of people giving each re- 
sponse. Percentages reported may vary 
by 5.7% points at the 95% confidence 
level.

Are you in favor or opposed to pay- 
ing increased property taxes to provide 
the city with the funds to pursue the 
lawsuit against EDS?

Several opponents of the lawsuit, 
including VOTES (Voice of Taxpayers for 
Efficient Spending) chairperson Dolores 
Witzgall, are asking City officials who 
may have previously believed that they 
were representing a majority of their con- 
stituents by pursuing litigation against 
EDS, to recognize the results of this 
survey andcallforthe beginning of settle- 
ment negotiations. 

EDS owner/president Doug Wick- 
lund also expressed readiness to begin 
negotiating an agreement that would be 
acceptable to almost everyone. 

"Past events have to be put behind 
us," Said Wicklund. "We have invested in 
Romulus and we're here to stay. Polls 
indicate that the majontty of citizens want 
a settlement. We are ready, willing, and 
able to settle, and we request that the 
City sit down with us to discuss the 
matter." O 





Romulus School District Answers Questions 
About Proposed Enhancement Millage

Since the Romulus School Board 
has called for an election on September 
20, 1994, to ask voters to pass a millage 
proposal that will lower homeowners’ 
taxes in the School District, a number of 
questions have been asked by residents 
who wished to better understand the 
proposal and its consequences. Some 
of the more common questions are re- 
printed below in hopes of clarifying vari- 
ous issues.

Q. When will the election take 
place? 

A. The election will be held on Tues- 
day, September 20, 1994. Polls will be 
open from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. Everyone will 
vote at their normal voting precinct. 

Q. What Is the proposal? 

A. (In summary) The proposal asks 
for an increase of three mills for en- 
hancement against a// property including 
industrial and commercial for a period of 
three years (1994, 1995, and 1996). 

Q. Willhomeowners receive atax 
cut if the proposal passes? 

A. Yes. The Board of Education 
passed a resolution on August 22 that 
reduces homeowners' taxes by five mills 
if the three-mill proposal passes. The net 
effect of the five-mill reduction with the 
three-mill increase is that homeowners 
Save a total of two mills. 

Q. Why reduce the homeowners’ 
taxes? 

A. The Board of Education wants to 
provide an opportunity for the citizens to 
shift some of the tax burden to industry 
and business. 

Q. Won't the School District lose 
the funds being shifted? 

A. No. The enhancement proposal 
is a tax on a// property. The School Dis- 
trict will receive $860,000 extra from 
business and industry after reducing the 
homeowners’ taxes. 

Q. Can the money be used for 
salaries? 


A. No. Since the additional funds 
will be levied for only three years (the life 
of the enhancement millage), the Board 
of Education has restricted the money 
from being used for salaries or hiring 
new personnel. 

Q. For what will the money be 
used? 

A. The Board of Education has pub- 
licly stated that the funds will be used 
primarily to eliminate the debt. The re- 
maining funds — approximately $230,000 
a year — will be used for one-time pur- 
chases of software, training, buses, and 
maintenance. 

Q. How did we get into debt? 

A. Muchofthe problem was caused 
by one-time expenses like the asbestos 
removal in the High School, and costs 
we incurred that could not be charged to 
the bond issue. Also, school districts 
were forced to pay new costs normally 
paid by the State. 

Q. How can! inform other voters 
about this proposal?

The Editors’ Opinion 


Romulus City Officials Continue To Avoid 
Questions About EDS Lawsuit Costs

The ongoing dispute between the 
City of Romulus and Environmental Dis- 
posal Systems, Inc. (EDS) over an al- 
ready constructed injection well appears 
to be "on hold" right now as EDS awaits 
a meeting withthe Romulus Zoning Board 
of Appeals, scheduled for Wednesday, 
September 21. Since the outcome of that 
meeting could very well be the spring- 
board for any further action that may 


occur in the case — and because we 


know that our readers, regardless of 
their point of view, wantto be kept abreast 
of how their city officials are representing 
them in this matter—we at The Romulus 
News recently sent a cover letter and 
short questionnaire to Mayor Beverly 
McAnally and all seven of the current 
members of the Romulus City Council. 

The cover letter, which explained the 
purpose behind our questionnaire, read, 
in part: "As | am sure that you are aware, 
many members of the Romulus commu- 
nity are following, with the utmost con- 
cern, the latest developments inthe legal 
battle between the City of Romulus and 
Environmental Disposal Systems, Inc. 
(EDS). Most residents — regardless of 
whether they support the City's litigation 
efforts orfavor an out-of-court settlement 
between the two parties — are shrewd 
enough to realize that Judge Claudia 
House Morcom's July 5, 1994 decision is 
not the end of this matter. 

"It is our understanding that the next 
step in this case will be the appearance 
of EDS before the City's Zoning Board of 
Appeals in September. While it remains 
possible that the outcome of this meeting 
will be satisfactory to both parties, any 
responsible official surely must take (and, 
hopefully, is taking) into account the pos- 
sibility that at least one party will not be 
Satisfied with the Board's ruling. 

"Because so many concerned citi- 
zens want concrete answers to their 
"What if?” questions, we at The Romulus 


_ News are asking that you complete the 
‘following questionnaire and return it to 


our office... 

"Thank you in advance for caring 
enough about your constituents to keep 
them informed, and for allowing us to 
help you do so." 

The actual questionnaire — which 
was prefaced by a short statement as- 
suring the officials that they could take as 
much space as they needed to reply, and 
that their answers would be published 
verbatim — contained the following three 
questions. 

1) If the Zoning Board of Appeals 
(ZBA) should rule in a manner which 
would favor Environmental Disposal Sys- 
tems, Inc. (EDS), being allowed to oper- 
ate its already constructed injection well 
at its present site, will you, in your official 
capacity as either Mayor of the City of 
Romulus oras amember of the Romulus 


City Council, attempt to initiate any mea- 
sure to counter the ZBA's ruling? (If so, 
please specify the method or methods 
you would consider.) Or will you accept 
the Board's ruling? What reasons will 
you use to justify your position? 

2) Considering EDS' enormous in- 
vestment in the site where its already 
constructed injection well is located, it is 
logical to assume that EDS will file enor- 
mous counterclaim suits against the City 
and/or some or all of its elected and 
administrative officials if, following the 
ZBA's ruling, the City continues to deny 
EDS the right to operate its well. If you 
were one of the individuals named in 
such a lawsuit, would you expect the City 
to pay your legal fees, or would you 
accept responsibility for them person- 
ally? Why? 

3) In an article which appeared in 
the June 22, 1994 issue of The Detroit 
News, Mayor Beverly McAnally stated 
that any further legal-battle between the 
City and EDS would have to be paid for 
by cutting other portions of the City's 
budget: "We would have to ... take a 
look at all programs. The frills, like recre- 
ation programs, (would) go first." Again 
assuming that EDS would file counter- 
claim suits if the City attempts to prevent 
them from operating their existing facil- 
ity, which sections of the budget would 
you prefer to see cut in order to cover the 
first $250,000 (a reasonable initial esti- 
mate, in our opinion, based on the fact 
that the City has already spent more than 
$290,000 before a trial has even begun) 
in legal fees? (We realize that itemizing 
such Cuts to the last dollar would not be 
feasible; therefore, we are willingto ac- 
cept figures rounded to the nearest thou- 
sand dollars for each department as satis- 
factory for this purpose.) 

Because we understand that this 
sensitive matter is still far from settled, 
and may therefore involve further litiga- 
tion, we deliberately strove to choose 
questions that could be answered with- 
out jeopardizing the City's position or 
adversely affecting the outcome of any 
future lawsuits; certainly it would be dif- 
ficult to see how the latter two questions 
— which deal only with how much (if any) 
of our residents’ tax dollars might still be 
spent — could have any effect on the 
matter. And yet, of the six City officials 
who returned their questionnaire by our 
deadline, only one had, in our opinion, 
enough respect for himself and his con- 
stituents to give concrete answers to our 
questions instead of trying to save politi- 
cal face by giving vague answers or 
refusing to respond altogether. We con- 
gratulate Councilman Jimmie C. Rasp- 
berry for having the courage to openly 
and unequivocally state his beliefs and 
intentions so that we can all make our

#1. No. I would accept the Zoning Board of 
Appeals’ (ZBA's) ruling. The ZBA is in the estab- 
lished Romulus Zoning Act. It has quasi judicial 
powers and, by law, the Council does not have 
authority to overrule its decision. Only through 
the Wayne County Circuit Court can a decision be 
confirmed or reversed. (See attached Attorney 
General's opinion.) 

#2. The City of Romulus officials are cov- 
ered by an insurance policy which covers all acts 
and duties performed on City business in line with 
one's responsibility as outlined in city, state, and 
federal laws and policies (immunity laws). Those 
who are being charged would come under the 
umbrella coverage if in line with their responsibil- 
ity and acts and duties. 

It is my contention that the City and EDS, 
following the ZBA's muling, should then sit down 
and negotate a settlement that protects the health, 
safety, and welfare of the citizens of Romulus 
with safeguards of all the things that have been 
expressed by the public that are feasible and 
necessary. The City of Romulus has spent more 
than $300,000 of taxpayers' money and this seems 
to be just the beginning. 

Based on the City administrators’ deposi- 
tions given to the Circuit Court in case #93-330- 
171-CE, it allegedly led EDS to believe that 
placing the wellin Romulus was proper. The only 
contention based on the first phase of the Court's 
decision was mot that the well not be located in 
Romulus, but rather that the City is seeking com- 
pliance with the zoning ordinances by requinng 
EDS to locate their proposed use in the appropni- 
ate zone and comply with the requirement of the 
site review process. (See Judge Claudia House 
Morcom's decision dated July 5, 1994, pg. 9.) 

It appears from the depositions that the City 
administration had been negotiating on this mat- 
ter and had given EDS their commitment long 
before itcame to my attention as aCouncil person. 

_ Therefore, I'm hoping thata settlement, struc- 
tured by the City administration and okayed by 
the Council, could be attained in order to save 
taxpayers thousands, maybe millions, of dollars 
in attorney fees. 

_ #3. NONE. No cuts for purposes of pending 
litigation with EDS. The City has spent approxi- 
mately $300,000 so far in the EDS legal battle. I 
am not willing to cut anything from the present 
1994-1995 budget for further legal action of this 
matter. This budget is aminimum budget. Every- 
thing in this budget is needed, and more. The 
people of the City of Romulus — by virtue of a 3- 
1 "no" vote on a proposed 1-mil increase which 
would've generated $2,500,000 over a 5-year 
period — have said "enough is enough." I accept 
that decision. toch A
